LONDON, Oct. 15.—Premier Lloyd 


George's charge that the Irish gave 
assistance to tho German submarine 
campaign during the world war was 
backed up by the Irish office today. 


In an official statement issued by 


the Irish office today it is declared 
that submarine bases were discovered 
on the Irish coast. The official state- 
ment says: 


"Just prior to the armistice we an- 


nounced*1 the discovery of submarine 
bases on the Ursh coast An immense 
amount of. our time was taken up in 
watching the coast. After the armis- 
tice a great number of submarine 
bases were located. Care was taken 
that they never could be used again.. 
Not only were the Germans assisted 
from Ireland but they were given In- 
formation and advice.
